Several years ago 
he went to Long Beach, Calif., and 
adopted it as his home. His attractive 
personality, his deep interest in the prob- 
lems of Long Beach, his business acu- 
men, which appealed to the merchants of 
the city, and his appreciation of and ac- 
tivity in connection with the solution of 
the problems of the community, made a 
strong impression upon the public. His 
nomination will mean his election. Long 
Beach, which is a naval port, thus would 
have in Washington a representative 
who has a wide and influential ac- 
quaintance and who is peculiarly quali- 
fied to promote the interests of his Dis- 
trict. The benefit to the Navy flowing 
from a member familiar with its needs 
is apparent. I know the Navy would 
loudly cheer Long Beach for its wisdom.

Should Vice Admiral Nomura of the 
Japanese Navy come to the United 
States, he will receive a hearty welcome 
not only from the government but from 
Admiral Pratt, Chief of Operations, and 
the many friends he has in the Fleet. 
The Far Eastern officer knows America 
and its strength, and has more or less 
knowledge as to the efficiency of our 
sea force. If he should pay us a visit, 
he will have an opportunity to learn of 
the progress the Fleet has made, and, 
perhaps, he will return to Japan with an 
understanding which will have its effect 
in preventing jingoistic expression on 
the part of the authorities there.

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Academies Sign Sports 
Pact for Three Years 


Athletic relations between the Military 
and Naval Academies, broken off five 
years ago over the question of eligibility 
rules, have been resumed, and a three 
year agreement for competitivun in all 
sports entered into. The academies will 
meet in football this year, on December 
3 at Franklin Field, Philadelphia. 

Official announcement of the agree- 
ment was made following a conference 
in Philadelphia, August 31 between Maj. 
Gen. William D. Connor, USA, Superin- 
tendent of the Military Academy, and 
Rear Adm. Thomas C. Hart, USN, Naval 
Academy Superintendent. 

Resumption of relations was made 
upon the old arrangement under which 
each institution is allowed to fix its own 
eligibility rules, with however, the joint 
statement of the agreement made by 
General Connor and Admiral Hart-de- 
claring that it was “without prejudice 
to any future position which either acad- 
emy may take in these matters.” 

This averment is taken to mean vari- 
ously that an unwritten “gentlemen’s 
agreement” was made whereby West 
Point will voluntarily institute the three- 
year eligibility rule, over which the 
academies broke five years ago, that at 
the termination of the contract made 
this week, a new contract will be made 
along these lines, that new discussions 
will be held at the termination of this 
contract, or that the Navy gave way 
entirely in the matter. 

According to the announcement, athle- 
tic contests were resumed because post- 
season charity football games between 
the Army and Navy must be played at 
any rate, and it was felt best for the 
academic work at the two schools to 
arrange the games as a part of the 
regular schedule rather disrupt the nor- 
mal course of events by continuing the 
season past that normally played. While 
this was admittedly a powerful factor 
in bringing the academies together, the 
insistent public demand for a resumption 
for the annual football classic was un- 
doubtedly greatly responsible. 

In the contest to be played at Frank- 
lin Field, Philadelphia, December 3, part 


of the proceeds will be used for relief 


purposes as were the entire proceeds of 
the 1930 and 1931 games, 

The official announcement, as given 
out by General Connor and Admiral 
Hart, follows: 

“Faced with a sitmation under which 
post-season football games are repeated- 
ly played very late in the season, to the 
detriment of academic work at both in- 
stitutions, the Military and Naval Acad- 
emies have decided to arrange a three- 
year series of athletic contests. The ar- 
rangement is made without change in 
existing policies, under which each insti- 
tution fixes its own eligibility rules, but 
without prejudice to any future position 
which either academy may take in these 
matters. 

“The first contest of the series will be 
a football game to be played at Frank- 
lin Field, Philadelphia, on Dec. 3, 1932. 
A portion of the net proceeds thereof 
will be devoted to relief purposes.” 

The agreement was received with 
great pleasure by the cadets at West

Budget Bureau Hears 
Army-Navy Programs 


Hearings were held this week by the 
Bureau of the Budget upon the Army 
and Navy construction projects appro- 
priated for last session of Congress in 
the Unemployment Relief Act. 

The fifteen million dollars of Army 
housing and ten millions of Navy shore 
construction provided in the Relief Act, 
together with most of the other projects 
in that measure, although appropriated, 
cannot be spent if the Secretary of the 
Treasury certifies that “the amount 
necessary for such expenditure is not 
available and cannot be obtained upon 
reasonable terms.” 

In view of this restriction, none of 
the items in the Relief Act have been 
started as yet, and this week the officials 
of the Bureau of the Budget heard repre- 
sentatives of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments as to the projects. It was stated 
at the Treasury Department that the 
information brought out at these hear- 
ings would be considered by President 
Hoover and Secretary Mills before per- 
mission would be granted to go ahead 
with any work. 

Meanwhile study of the War and Navy 
1934 budgets was begun in the office of 
Colonel Roop, Director of the Budget. 
Following weeks of preparation within 
the departments, the estimates were sent 
to the Treasury Department Sept. 1. 
Hearings are scheduled to be held on 
the Navy proposals about Sept. 28, while 
the Army estimates will be taken up for 
a hearing by the Budget Oct. 13. 

Both services, it is reported, have cut 
their budgets to the bone, and will en- 
deavor to defend their recommendations 
from further reductions at these times.

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New Navy Travel Rules 
Revised by Comptroller 


New Navy Travel instructions, drafted 
as a result of the restrictions in the 
pap! Act, were made public this 
week, after being studied by the Comp- 
troller General’s Office during the past 
month, and revised by him in many par- 
ticulars. 

Under the provisions of the Economy 
Act all laws pertaining to mileage are 
suspended during the fiscal year 1933, 
and it is provided that officers of the 
services “shall be entitled to allowances 
for travel only as provided for civilian 
employées of the Government” and ap- 
plies to such officers the Subsistence Ex- 
pense Act of 1926, as therein and there- 
tofore amended. The Standard Govern- 
ment Travel Regulations thus becoming 
applicable during the ensuing year, the 
Navy Department drafted instructions 
in accordance with the Regulations 
which were submitted to the General 
Accounting Office. 

As approved by that Office in the form 
in which they will be applied in the 
audit, unless and until questions arise 
bring their correctness in question, the 
instructions provide that when an officer 
is authorized to travel by privately 
owned automobile any excess time re- 
quired for the travel by automobile over 
what would be required for the travel 
by common carrier, will be charged as 
legislative furlough or furlough without 
pay. 

When an officer traveling under orders 
is furnished transportation requests for 
his personal convenience over other than 
the prescribed route, the increased cost 
to the Government must be paid in cash 
by the officer at the time he receives the 
transportation request, under the new 
instructions. It is also provided that an 
officer of the Navy who is required to 
travel in the performance of temporary 
duty, is not entitled to a per diem in 
lieu of subsistence for any period in ex- 
cess of 30 days at any one place and the 
time of travel by common carrier. 

The instructions, with the parts de- 
leted by the Comptroller enclosed in 
brackets and the parts added by him in 
italics, follow in full text: 


Transportation 

1. (a) General—Transportation includes 
all necessary official travel on railroads, com- 
mercial air lines, steamboats, street cars, 
taxicabs and other usual means of convey- 
ance; standard lower berth or seat in parlor 
car when traveling by rail and a $2.00 state- 
room where stateroom charges are not in- 
cluded in ticket when traveling by boat. When 
stateroom of $2.00 value is not available a 
room of the next higher value may be se- 
cured. When requests are issued for state- 
rooms on river or coastwise steamships where 
the staterooms are a separate charge, the 
specific value of the room authorized must be 
inserted on the request. When it is imprac- 
ticable to determine when issuing the requests 
what stateroom accommodations are available 
the request should read, for example—“One 
$2.00 stateroom, if available, if not next 
higher available.” See paragraphs 8 and 29 
Standardized Travel Regulations. 

(b) Unless otherwise specifically author- 
ized, travel must be by a direct usually 
traveled route, or a route equalizing the cost 
thereof. When travel is to be performed by 
common carrier, transportation requests 
should be secured, as reimbursement will

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Press Sees Trouble Ahead from Japanese Activity in Manchuria 


The American press is unanimous in predicting trouble in the near future 
growing out of the renewed Japanese activity in Asia, and her expressed intention 
of recognizing diplomatically the puppet state of Manchukuo, in the face of the 
League of Nations investigation. Reports of the penetration of the Chinese province 
of Jehol by Japanese troops, and the announcement of the decision of the Tokio 
Cabinet to recommend recognition of Manchukuo, regardless of the findings of the 
Lytton Commission have caused uneasiness throughout the world, editors declare. 





“Whatever the immediate future may bring,” comments the Baltimore Sua, 
“it grows clearer with every day that peace and the independence of Jehol hang 
by a precarious thread which Japan may decide to cut at some time in the not 
distant future. Treaties guarantee the territorial integrity of China and forbid 
any such venture as Japan would have to initiate to bring this region under her 
control. But Japan has not bothered about treaties in her dealings with China in 
the recent past. She may not deal with them any too tenderly in the present 
contingency unless a way can be found to mobilize more emphatically the forces of 
world opinion which look askance at her high-handed policy.” 





“In employing this further measure of aggression against the Chinese, the 
Jupaunese are piling up more trouble for the future,” states the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger. “While no part of Manchuria has in recent years in any real sense been 
under control of the central Chinese Government, the Japanese are again indubi- 
tably using ‘war as an instrument of national policy.’ * * * 

“The Japanese are forging ahead as though that past (Kellogg) and the League 
of Nations Covenant did not exist. They are likely to learn something to their 
disadvantage before they are through.” 





“The implications of the Japanese Cabinet’s approval of a draft treaty with 
the State of Manchukua are clear enough to make comment almost superfluous,” 
declares the New York Herald-Tribune, “* * * its first effect is that of a pledge 
tu the Japanese people that the government of Japan will within a reasonable time 
give formal recognition to the situation which the military have created in Man- 
churia, irrespective of the character of the Lytton report and of the subsequent 
attitude toward that situation adopted by any nation or group of nations. This 
means in turn that the pretended deference to League authority which Japan 
has shown in withholding recognition from her Manchurian military satrapy is 
at an end. * * * The Japanese government will henceforth be bound in the sight 
of the nation to ignore any finding by any international body that challenges the 
legality of Manchukuo’s existence or which seeks to modify the Manchurian situa- 
tion through moral or economic coercion. In giving publicity to this draft treaty 
on the heels of Mr. Stimson’s recent pronouncements, Japan has, therefore guaran- 
teed the creation, if the Lytton report does not confirm her in her rights, of the most 
embarrassing situation to the powers which sponsor the world’s peace machinery 
that has arisen since that machinery was invented.” 


_ “Here we have the tragic elements of another catastrophe such as those which 
have so remorselessly seen the Japanese flag planted ever more deeply in the heart 
of China, while the war-weary and depression-racked ‘open-door’ powers view with 
alarm, but do nothing about it,” the Washington Star states. “Unquestionably there 
are wheels within wheels in the Jaho} business * * * but behind and coincident 
with all these purély Chinese currents and cross-currents looms, in the vision of 
the world beyond Asia, the figure of Japan, reaching ceaselessly for more and more 
power over her sprawling, inchoated neighbor. The Japanese are apparently con- 
vinced that nothing more formidable than League of Nations resolutions obstructs 
their plans. That seems to be clear from the circumstances that the treat to 
‘round out’ Nippon’s grasp on Manchoukuo by absorbing Jehol synchronizes with 
the presence in Tokio of the Lytton Commission of Inquiry, sent by the League to 
investigate the legality of Japanese procedure in Manchuria.” 





“It begins to appear.” states the Chicago Tribune, “that the tide of Japanese 
advance, turned back at Shanghai, flows on again in the north in spite of inter- 
national committees and the more or less Bickwickian protests of chancellaries. 
Japanese statecraft is real politik. It has given every indication that it is not to 
be deterred from taking all possible advantage of the actual situation in China 
and the world, threugh any exaggerated estimate of our recent experiments in 
international restraints. As we are to live in tse world as neighbor of Japan, we 
hope in durable peace, it would be well for both peoples if American policy and 
American diplomacy took full account of this fact. If we base our diplomacy upon 
false assumptions conflict is certain. Understanding is essential to its avoidance 
as well as to our self-protection in case it proves unavoidable.” 





“Japan’s intense activity in the manufacture of large stocks of war supplies 
of all kinds has aroused much speculation and some upprehension on the part of 
Far Eastern neighbors.” avers the Washington Post. “Japan offers no confidences 
with regard to her military plans, but evidences multiply that rather than contem- 
plating anything in the way of extensive new conquests she will be occupied for 
some iime to come in pacifying territory already staked out. The tension on the 
Siberian border has been lessened, though Russia is somewhat concerned anew 
regarding Count Araki’s pointed hints as to the possibility of including Mongolia 
in Japan s “peace” plans, and China fears that Tokyo may find Jeho] necessary to 
the rounding out of the state of Manchukuo. 

“The surprise attack upon Mukden is an indication of how far from resigned 
the Chinese residents of Manchuria are to the usurpation of their province by 
Japan under the guise of Pu-Yi’s authority.” 





“The Japanese army, it is reported, is penetrating the province of Jehol, lying 
between Manchuria and China proper,” the Rochester Times-Union states. Japan 
wants to add the province to Manchuria, which Japan considers it now controls.

New Navy Travel Regulations 
(Continued from First Page) 

only be made on basis of the net transporta- 

tion costs to the Government. See paragraphs 

9 and 20 of Standardized Travel Regulations. 

2. Travel on Transportation Requests— 
Direct Koute—Officers traveling in a per diem 
status over the shortest usually traveled 
route, or one equalizing the cost thereof, may 
present their orders and secure Government 
transportation requests via any mode of 
travel covered by paragraph 1, together with 
Government requests for Pullman via rail or 
stateroom accommodations via steamships. 
See paragraphs 4 and 14 below. 

8. Circuitous Route or delay en route or 
between other than old and new stations.— 
Paragraph 20 of the Standardized Government 
Travel Regulations provides that transporta- 
tion requests may not be used for personal 
travel. When Government transportation re- 
quests are requested by the officer via a cir- 
cuitous route or to afford delay en route be- 
yond the time limit provided by the carriers 
on through tickets, or when Government re- 
quests are secured between points other than 
the old and new stations, [the difference in 
costs to the Government, if any, over what it 
would have cost the Government via the most 
economical usually traveled route, will be 
collected in advance from the officer] there 
must be no increased cost to the Government 
anda the officer will be required to pay in ad- 
vance for such increased coset of transporta- 
tion on the baste indicated below. Where 
transportation requests are procured by the 
officer to permit stopovers but there is no de- 
viation from the direct route, the officer will 
be required to pay in advance the difference 
in net cost to the Government for a through 
ticket and the cost of the tickets perm:tting 
the stopovers. Where transportation requests 
are procured by the officer between points 
other than the old and new station, the offi- 
cer will be required to pay, in advance the 
difference between the commercial fare of the 
transportation issued and the net cost to the 
Government of|the authorized travel between 
old and new stations. Where transportation 
requests are procured by the officer for cir- 
cuitous travel, the difference between the 
commercial cost of the travel over the direct 
route and the commercial cost of travel over 
the route selected by the officer will be as- 
certained and will be collected from the officer 
in advance unless such difference in commer- 
cial fares is less than ‘the difference in net 
cost to the Government of travel over the di- 
rected route and the net cost over the route 
used by the officer in which case the officer 
will be required to pay the difference between 
the net cost to the Government for the direct 
travel and the net cost to the Government by 
the circuitous route used by him. When Gov- 
ernment transportation requests have been 
furnished over water routes within the con- 
tinental limits of the United States and the 
net cost to the Government is greater than 
the net cost to the Government by rail, the 
difference, if any, shall be collected from the 
officer. 

4. Commercial Air Lines.—Government 
transportation requests may be issued on 
commercial air lines; however, the additional 
costs, if any, over what it would have cost 
the Government by the most economical 
usually traveled route will be borne by the 
officer. The certificates mentioned in para- 
graph 2-7 of the Navy Travel Instructions 
will not be required. 

5. Transportation requests not secured.— 
When it is possible for an officer to secure 
Government transportation requests but he 
purchases his own transportation via com- 
mon carrier, receipts covering the amount 
expended will be required, and reimburse- 
ment will be made only on the basis of the 
net costs to the Government via the most 
economical usually traveled route. When 
such receipts cannot be procured an explana- 
tion giving reasons for not procuring re- 
ceipts should be included in the claim for re- 
imbursement, together with an itemized state- 
ment of the cost of ticket and Pullman ac- 
commodations actually used. See paragraphs 





20 and 95-(r) of Standardized Travel Regula- 
tions as to receipts for sleeping car, parlor 
car and stateroom fares. 

6. Travel by own Automobile.—Travel by 
own automobile [is] may be authorized [by 
law] for officers—(1) ordered to make a per- 
manent change of station; (2) ordered from 
permanent station to temporary duty else- 
where and upon completion of such temporary 
duty to report to another permanent station ; 
and (3) when ordered away from his perma- 
nent station for temporary duty elsewhere 
and return to his permanent station. Travel 
by own automobile must be specifically au- 
thorized in advance. The advance authority 
must include the following statement—‘Re- 
imbursement will be made at 7c per mile, not 
to exceed cost to the Government by common 
earrier via the shortest usually traveled 
route. This travel by automobile is more 
economical and advantageous to the United 
States.” Claim should be submitted indicat- 
ing the distance between the points traveled 
using the official mileage tables where prac- 
ticable. In cases where distances are not pub- 
lished the speedometer reading must be given. 
Reimbursement will be made on a mileage 
basis not to exceed the net costs to the Gov- 
ernment by common carriers via the most 
economical usually traveled route where com- 
mon carriers are available. 

{7. Travel via Government conveyance.— 
An officer traveling by Government convey- 
ance will be entitled only to reimbursement 
of per diem in lieu of subsistence.] 


{[8.] 7. Transfer of baggage.—Necessary 
charges for the transfer of baggage will be 
allowed at not to exceed customary local 
rates. Necessity for the transfer of hand 
baggage must be explained. Receipts will not 
be required. See paragraphs 42, 95(t) and 
96(a) of Standardized Government Travel 
Regulations. 

[9.] 8 Excess baggage.—Excess baggage 
of the weight or of the size greater than 
earried free by transportation companies will 
be allowed where the baggage consists of 
public property or private property to be 
used exclusively for official business, also 
wearing apparel needed by the traveler for 
the journey. Such excess baggage, except 
public property, will include only personal 
clothing, uniforms and military equipment of 
the officer. Reimbursement claims will in- 
elude a certificate indicating the [consists] 
contents of such excess baggage [as outlined 
above] together with receipts showing weight 
of baggage and points between which moved. 
See sections 39 and 95(a) and (v) of Stand- 
ardized Government Travel Regulations. 

{10.] 9. Taxicabs.—The usual _ taxicab 
fares from station. wharf or other terminal 
to either place of abode or place of business, 
and from either place of abode or place of 
business to station, wharf or other terminal, 
will be allowed. Receipts will not be re- 
quired. See paragraphs 8(a) and 96(b) of 
Standardized Government Travel Regulations. 

[11.] 10. Endorsement on orders.—Offi- 
cers issuing transportation requests will en- 
dorse on original orders the number of each 
transportation request, the points from and 
to which travel is performed and complete 
routing showing junction points. Where ex- 
cess cost covering transportation has been 
collected endorsement indicating the amount 
of the excess collected must be placed on the 





orders. See paragraph 3, above. 
Per Diem 
{12.] 112. General.—The Act of June 30, 


1932 (pub. No. 212) provides for a per diem 
allowance, in lieu of subsistence of not to ex- 
ceed $5.00 per day within the continental 
limits of the United States, and not to exceed 
an average of $6.00 per day outside the con- 
tinental limits of the United States for all 
travel of officers. The per diem is in lieu of 
all expenses [for travel other than transpor- 
tation expenses] incident to subsistence and 
of fees or tips to porters and stewards. The 
per diem allowance specified in the orders will 
be allowed as follows: 

(a) An officer ordered from a permanent 
duty station to another permanent duty sta- 
tion—per diem allowed for actual time re- 
quired for travel via a usually traveled route 
[.] by common carrier. 

(b) An officer ordered from a permanent 
duty station to a temporary duty station and 
then to another permanent duty station— 
per diem will be allowed on basis of the time 
required from first permanent duty station 
until arrival at next permanent duty sta- 
tion [.] : Provided the period does not exceed 
thirty days over and above the required time 
of travel by common order. 

(c) An officer ordered to temporary duty 
away from his permanent duty station and to 
return thereto will be allowed the per diem 
from the time of departure from the perma- 
nent duty station until his return thereto 
[.]: Provided the period of temporary duty 
does not exceed thirty days. 

[13.] 22. COMPUTATION OF PER 
DIEM—(a). In computing per diem in lieu 
of subsistence the calendar day (midnight to 
midnight) will be the unit. For the fraction- 
al part of a day one-fourth of the rate for 
the calendar day will be allowed for each 
period of 6 hours or portion thereof. 

(b) When the fractional day’s absence 
does not form a@ part of a longer travel 
period, the fractional per diem will be based 
upon the number of hours absent, counting

[(b)] (ce) No per diem allowance will 
be made for periods when the officer is on 
leave or furlough or for proceed time author- 
ized in Art. 132, Navy Regulations. When 
leave or proceed time has been availed of the 
inclusive dates and hours will be shown on 
the officer’s claim. Where proceed time has 
not been availed of, a statement to that ef- 
fect will be made on the claim. 

[14.] 18. Travel by Commercial Air 
Lines.—The per diem rate authorized in or- 
ders will be allowed from the date and hour 
of departure until date and hour of arrival 
by commercial air lines, provided that any 
savings in the total per diem over the total 
per diem allowance by the most economical 
usually traveled route will be [allowed] ap- 
plied to reduce the excess cost the officer 
is required to pay. In no case will the per 
diem savings be allowed in excess of the addi- 
tional amount collected covering excess cost 
of transportation by the commercial air lines. 

Reimbursement claims submitted for the 
per diem must indicate the date and hour of 
departure and arrival via the commercial air 
line, the time that would have been involved 
had transportation requests been furnished 
by the most economical usually traveled 
route, together with the amount of excess 
cost collected covering transportation.

In view of the fact that the per diem 
savings exceeds the excess cost of transpor- 
tation, $5.00 only is allowable covering the 
excess cost of transportation. 

{15.] 14. Travel by Government Air- 
eraft.—The instructions regarding travel by 
Government aircraft and aerial survey ex- 
cept those instructions authorizing the issue 
and approval of orders as set forth in Sec- 
tion 5 of the U. S. Naval Travel Instructions 
are suspended during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1933. All instructions providing 
for reimbursement on an actual expense basis, 
and providing per diem rates in excess of 
$5.00 within the continental limits of the 
United States or in excess of an average of 
$6.00 beyond the continental limits of the 
United States are suspended. The following 
instructions will apply : 

An officer ordered by Government Aircraft 
including aerial survey duty will be allowed 
the per diem rate authorized in orders from 
the date and hour of departure from a per- 
manent station until the date and hour of 
arrival at a permanent station, including 
(except aerial survey duty for other depart- 
ments of the Government) the time consumed

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38 Teams in Aerial Contests 


A total of 38 teams from 25 Squad- 
rons of the Air Corps, stationed within 
the continental limits of the United 
States, will participate in the Annual 
Machine Gun and Bombing Matches to 
be held at Langley Field, beginning Sept.

Translate German Documents 

Ft. Benning, Ga.—A huge volume of 
translated German war documents, the 
work of two former Fort Benning offi- 
cers, has been received at Headquarters, 
The Infantry School from the historical 
section of the Army War College, where 
the work was prepared. 


Lt. Col. Bertram W. Cadwalader, for- 
merly of the 29th Infantry, and later a 
student in the advance course of 1929, 
and Capt. George L. Morrow, who was 
stationed at Fort Benning from 1922 to 
1925, first as an instructor in the depart- 
ment of military art, and later as a 
member of the 24th Infantry and a stu- 
dent, are the two officers who performed 
the bulk of the laborious task of pre- 
paring the large volume of official war 
records. Colonel Cadwalader, prior to 
coming to Fort Benning, was stationed 
in Germany as a representative of the 
historical section of the Army War Col- 
lege, and carried on most of his assem- 
bling the documents in Potsdam. There 
he worked in company with Col. Lewis 
Sorley, another infantry officer, and Col. 
Carl H. Mueller. cavalry. 

Captain Morrow, an expert linguist, 
made all the translations of the mass of 
official German documents, which, in the 
volume just received at Fort Benning, 
comprises operations maps, and war dia- 
ries of German combat organizations 
with which the First Division came into 
contact in its operations in the Aiene- 
Marne sector, and particularly near Sois- 
sons, in July and August, 1918. These 
include records of the Seventh and Ninth 
German Armies, the Thirty-ninth Re- 
serve Corps, the Thirteenth Army Corps, 
the Eleventh Bavarian Division, the 
Fifth, Twenty-eighth, Thirty-fourth, and 
Forty-second Infantry Divisions, the 
Forty-sixth Reserve Division, and the 
Sixty-fifth and Ninety-second Reserve 
Brigades. 


Captain Morrow’s translations include 
many secret messages and other docu- 
ments which vividly depict not only the 
German military operations but the 
steady decline of morale and an appa- 
rent realization of the defeat which was 
awaiting the German armies confronted 
by the irresistable advance of the Amer- 
ican troops. In one of the secret dis- 
patches from the 115th Infantry Division 
to Headquarters of the Thirteenth Corps, 
the commander refers to the poor phy- 
sical condition of his troops, due to fa- 
tigue, illness, and poor shelter, and 
states that he can no longer guarantee 





that the line will hold in the face of 
another attack. 

An entry in the diary of the Fifth 
Division refers to their first identifica- 
tion of the Second American Division 
through the capture of prisoners on July 
18, and the presence of the First Amer- 
ican Division was said to have been dis- 
covered on July 21 by the same means. 

In giving an account of the German 
withdrawal, which was made under 
pressure of the Allied attack between 
Soissons and the Marne on July 18-19-20, 
the diary asserts that the Crown Prince 
had ordered a methodical withdrawal a 
day before the attack began. 

The book, which is the second volume 
of a similar nature received at Fort 
Benning, is replete with accounts of 
tactical operations of German units, ad- 
ministrative orders, and other illuminat- 
ing information, and will be employed in 
the preparation of studies in tactics for 
students of The Infantry School.

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Admiral Cluverius at Great Lakes 


In a brief and simple ceremony held 
yesterday, Sept. 2, on the Great Lakes 
naval reservation, Rear Adm. Wat T. 
Cluverius assumed command of the 
Ninth Naval District and the Great 
Lakes Naval Training Station. 

The post of Commandant has been 
held temporarily by Capt. Halsey Powell, 
USN, since the detachment of Rear Adm. 
Walter 8S. Crosley, USN, the former 
Commandant. Captain Powell will re- 
sume his regular duties as Chief of Staff 
of the Ninth Naval District. 

The announcement of the selection of 
Admiral Cluverius was received with 
many expressions of satisfaction at 
Great Lakes, where some of his former 
shipmates are now on duty. 

The official naval records show that 
Admiral Cluverius was born Dec. ‘ 
1874; that he entered the United States 
Naval Academy in 1892, and was gradu- 
ated from that institution in 1896. He 
subsequently served on the USS Colum- 
bia, USS Maine (old), USS Scorpion, 
USS Solace, USS Newport, USS Maine 
(new), USS Arkansas, USS Mississippi, 
USS Massachusetts, and USS North 
Dakota. 

After attaining command rank, he 
served successively as Commanding Offi- 
cer of the USS Gwin, USS Talbot, USS 
Stockton, USS Dubuque, USS Shawnut, 
USS. Baltimore, USS Seattle and USS 
West Virginia, and as Chief of Staff of 
the Base Force of the United States 


eet. 

Reaching the rank of Rear Admiral 
on May 30, 1928, he served as Com- 
mander of the Second Battleship Divi- 
sion of the United States Fleet; Chief 
of Staff of the United States Fleet; 
Commandant, U. 8. Navy Yard, Norfolk, 
Virginia; and as Commander of the 
Fourth Cruiser Division, the Assign- 
ment which he recently relinquished. 

The posts he has held ashore include 
the U. S. Naval Academy, Annapolis, 
Md.; Naval War College, Newport, R. I.; 
U. 8. Navy Yard, Brooklyn, N. Y.; Navy 
Department, Washington, D. C., and the 
U. 8. Navy Yard, Norfolk, Va. 

On the memorable occasion when the 
USS Maine was destroyed in Havana 
Harbor Feb. 15, 1898, Admiral Cluverius 
was serving on board that vessel as a 
Passed Midshipman. During the Spanish- 
American War he served on the gunboat 
Scorpion throughout the Cuban Cam- 
paign, and in the Philippine Islands 
during the Insurrection. 

The Mexican Campaign in 1914 saw 
him in command of the USS North Da- 
kota’s Battalion at Vera Cruz. 

In the World War he was placed in 
command of the USS Shawmut, a mine 
layer of the Mining Squadron which 
laid the mine barrage across the North 
Sea, an operation of much importance 
and attended with great danger. 

Among other decorations Admiral Clu- 
verius holds the Distinguished Service 
Medal of the United States, and the 
Order of Leopold from the King of Bel- 
gium. 

On April 5, 1900, he was married to 
Hannah Walker Sampson, daughter of

Rescue Nicaraguan Patrol 


Brig. Gen. Randolph C. Berkeley, 
USMC, commanding 2nd Brigade Ma- 
rines in Nicaragua, reported to the Navy 
Department, Aug. 30, that the Guardia 
patrol under the command of Corporal 
Valle and which was sent out last week 
to effect contact with 2nd Lt. Clovis 
Coffman and two Marines, through dense 
jungle and mountainous country, have 
reached their objective. 

Lieutenant Coffman, Gunnery Sergeant 
Scofield and Corporal Townsend were 
forced down on the Chilamata River on 
August 21 when their plane became 
separated from their patrol while en- 
route to Bluefields during a storm. Con- 
tacts by planes have been made during 
the past ten days when it was possible 
to signal Lt. Coffman and drop food and 
supplies. One plane crashed on August 
24th, resulting in the death of 2nd Lt. 
Raymond P. Rutledge, USMC, the pilot, 
and Sergeant Orville B. Simmons, me- 
chanic. 

The report further states that Lieuten- 
ant Coffman and the rescue patrol have 
been seen from the air to be proceeding 
down the Chilamata in three native 
pitpans, or dugout canoes, and two rub- 
ber boats, making excellent time and 
that “all hands seem to be very gay.” 
They are expected to arrive at Rama the 
morning of September Ist. 

Another report from Nicaragua stated 
that 2nd Lt. Geo. R. Weeks, USMC, and 
1st Sgt. Nicholas M. Grieco, USMC, had 
contact with a bandit group under 
Rosario Irias near the town of Moncatal, 
Jinotega Province in Western Nicaragua 
on August 29th. The Guardia patrol 
completely dispersed the bandits, Killing 
one and wounding several others. 

Lt. Col. Calvin B. Matthews, USMC. 
commanding the Nicaragua National 
Guard Detachment. reported to the De- 
partment that Lt. Michael M. Mahoney 
(2nd Lieutenant. USMC), Lieutenant 
Silva (Nicaraguan), and the Esteli 
patrol had contact with a bandit groun 
of 40 under Jefe Tomas Blandon 12 
miles from the city of Esteli on August 
26th. A running fight, which lasted over 
two hours, occurred and the bandits 
scattered in all directions. Bandit 
easualties are three known killed. in- 
cluding the leader Blandon, and there 
were indications of several wounded. 
There were no Guardia casualties. Cor- 
respondence and miscellaneous articles 
were captured from the bandits.

Saratoga Awards Medals 


For heroic efforts to save the life of 
the late Lt. Comdr. O. W. Erickson on 
Nov. 5, 1931, Capt. G. W. Steele, USN, 
commander of the USS Saratoga has 
presented the Saratoga Gold Medal to 
Lt. William Louis Peterson, Garland 
Connor Owen, Shipfitter second class, 
and Delancey Jackson Morton, Seaman 
second class. The awards were recom- 
mended by the Board of Award of the 
USS Saratoga. 

Excerpts from the the letters of pres- 
entation given by Captain Steele to the 
recipients follow : 

To Lt. W. L. Peterson, USN 

“This medal has been awarded to you 
in recognition of your unusual presence 
of mind and courage in lowering your- 
self over the side of the USS Saratoga 
in an effort to rescue the late Lt. Comdr. 
0. W. Erickson. USN from his plane 
which was at the time being dragged 
alongside, underwater at times, and in 
violent currents set up by the propellors, 
after the plane had crashed on landing 
on November 5, 1931. You, by this ac- 
tion, with complete disregard of your 
personal safety, endangered your own 
life in an effort to save the life of an- 
other, thus bringing credit not only upon 
yourself but upon the United States 
Naval Service as well.” 


To Garland C. Owen (SF 2C) 

“This medal has been awarded to you 
in recognition of your courage when, 
with complete disregard of your own 
safety, you jumped from the stern port 
into the water in the wake of the USS 
Saratoga and swam to the assistance of 
the late Lt. Comdr. O. W. Erickson, 
USN, who at the time had drifted clear 
of his plane and was completely ex- 
hausted, after his plane had crashed in 
landing on November 5, 1931. Your ac- 
tion in attempting to save the life of 
this officer, without giving thought to 
your own safety, has not only brought 
credit upon yourself but upon the United 
States Naval Service as well.” 


To Delancey J. Morton (Sea 2C) 

“This medal has been awarded to you 
in recognition of your complete disregard 
of personal safety when, on November 5, 
1931. you dove from the Flight Deck of 
the USS Saratoga and swam to the as- 
sistance of the late Lt. Comdr. O. W. 
Erickson, USN who had drifted clear of 
his plane and was completely exhausted, 
after the plane had crashed in landing. 
Your action in attempting to save the 
life of this officer, without giving thought 
to your own safety. has not only brought 
credit upon yourself but upon the United 
States Naval Service as well.” 





Captain Land Selected 


The Secretary of the Navy has an- 
nounced the selection of Capt. Emory 8. 
Land, Construction Corps, U. 8. Navy, 
as Chief Constructor and Chief of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair. 
While holding such office, Captain Land 
will have the rank of Rear al, 
Construction Corps, U. 8. Navy. iin 
Land will. succeed Rear Admiral George 
R. Rock, (CC), USN, who is retiring 
from active duty on October 1, 1932. 

Captain Land is head of the division 
of Plans and Estimates, Office of Naval 
Operations, Navy Department. He was 
born in Canon City, Colorado, January 
9, 1879, and was appointed to the Naval 
Academy from Wyoming in September, 
1898. After receiving his commission as 
Ensign, U. S. Navy, he completed the 
post-graduate course in naval architec- 
ture at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

In 1904, he was appointed Assistant 
Naval Constructor, with the rank of 
Lieutenant (junior grade), and commis- 
sioned Naval Constructor with the rank 
of Lieutenant in 1912; promoted to 
Lieutenant Commander, Construction 
Corps, August 29, 1916; to Commander, 
Construction Corps (temporary) in Oc- 
tober 1917; to Commander, Construction 
Corps (permanent) January 1, 1921; 
and Captain, Construction Corps, in 1923. 

During the World War, he was on 
duty in the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair, Navy Department, and was 
awarded the Navy Cross with the cita- 
tion: 

“For distinguished service in the line 
of his profession in connection with the 
design and construction of submarines 
and for work in the War Zone.” 

In 1919, Captain Land served with the 
Allied Naval Armistice Commission, and 
in 1920, was appointed as Assistant Na- 
val Attache at the American Embassy, 
London, England. 

Returning to the Navy Department in 
1921, Captain Land was on duty in the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair, and 
after transfer to the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, qualified as a Naval Aviation 
Observer. He was appointed a member 
of the Army and Navy Helium Board in 
April, 1923, and in November of that 
year was appointed a member of the 
Postgraduate Council, Naval Academy. 

On August 16, 1926, he was appointed 
Assistant Chief of the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, Navy Department, and served 
in that capacity until September 4, 
1928, when he was granted leave for 
duty in connection with the Daniel Gug- 
genheim Fund for the Promotion of 
Aeronautics, where he was appointed 
Vice President and Treasurer. At this 
time he qualified for a Pilot’s License 
from the Department of Commerce. 

In 1930, he reported for duty as Aide 
on the Staff with additional duty as 
Fleet Constructor, United States Fleet. 
In October 1930, he was transferred to 
duty in the Navy Department. 

Captain Land has the Spanish Cam- 
paign badge. He was awarded the dec- 
oration of Honorary Commander of the 
Military Order of the British Empire in 
1922, and was given a special letter of 
commendation by the Chairman of the 
National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics in 1929. 


Named White House Aide 

Lt. Comdr. Paulus P. Powell, USN, 
attached to the Naval Reserve Division, 
Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, 
has been given additional duty as Aide 
at the White House. 

Lieutenant Commander Powell was 
born at Woodview, Virginia, and ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy from Vir- 
ginia in 1909. During the World War, 
he served in the USS Illinois, battle- 
ship, and later in the USS New Mexice. 

In 1924, he served as Flag Secretary 
to Commander, U. S. Naval Forces in 
Europe. and later was in command of 
the USS Scorpion, serving in Mediter- 
ranean and Turkish waters. In 1926, he 
was attached to the Office of Naval In- 
telligence, Navy Department, and in 
1929 was appointed navigator of the 
USS Richmond, light cruiser.

New Navy Travel Regulations 
(Continued from Page 3) 

at a temporary duty station or stations, not 
exceeding 10 days if so provided im orders 
or not exceeding 72 hours if such delay is 
not specifically provided for in orders stops 
authorized in orders, delays account of un- 
favorable weather conditions or account of 
damage or necessary repairs to aerial equip- 
ment; provided that the per diem covering 
necessary stops other than those mentioned 
above will not be allowed where such stops 
are in excess of 72 hours, and per diem will 
not be paid for unauthorized or unexplained 
delays. 

{16.] 15. Reimbursement. — See para- 
graph 1(b), 5, 6, [7], 8, 9, [10] and [14] 23 
hereof) 

Claims for reimbursement must be submit- 
ted in quadruplicate on Standard Form 1012 
(public voucher for reimbursement of travel 
and other expenses, including per diem). 
They shall be accompanied by original orders 
authorizing travel and two certified copies 
thereof with all endorsements. Claims must 
indicate the date and hour of commencing 
travel and date and hour of arrival at des- 
tinations. 

The time of arrival at and departure from 
a place will be considered as the hour at 
which the train, boat or other conveyance 
used by the traveler actually leaves or ar- 
rives at its regular terminal. 

Receipts will [only] be required as stated 
in the Standardized Government Travel Reg- 
ulations, and in paragraph 5 hereof. 

17. Advance of Funds.—No advance of 
money shall be made except as provided in 
Article 1802, Navy Regulations. 

“Paragraph 3 as submitted” the Comp- 
troller explained “provides for the collec- 
tion from the officer of the difference 
between the net cost to the Government 
by the direct official route and the net 
eost to the Government for travel by 
circuitous route for his personal con- 
venience. This is a modification of the 
practice of this office. The officer has 
no right to the benefit of reduced rates 
applicable to Government travel on offi- 
cial business for travel for his personal 
convenience. Such travel must be paid 
for by him at the commercial rate ap- 
plicable to the public generally. See A- 
36588 to the Secretary of War, June 11, 
1931, and November 16, 1931. The para- 
graph has been modified accordingly. 

“Paragraph 5 as submitted seems to 
change the rule applicable to civilian em- 
ployees under the Standardized Govern- 
ment Travel Regulations, Paragraph 95 
(r). It has been modified accordingly. 

“Paragraph 6, in providing for reim- 
bursement at 7 cents per mile for auto- 
mobile travel to an amount not to exceed 
the cost to the Government by common 
carrier, seems to be designed to give the 
officer the rail and Pullman fare for 
travel by privately-owned automobile 
and determines in advance that all such 
travel at the rate of 7 cents per mile not 
in excess of such cost to the Government 
for rail fare is more economical and ad- 
vantageous to the Government. Such a 
determination is questionable in the ex- 
treme. For travel between two ‘points 
any substantial distance apart, with no 
duty on the part of the officer en route 
the increased travel time will be charge- 
able as legislative furlough or furlough 
without pay as may be required in in- 
dividual cases. However, otherwise so 
long as the cost to the Government either 
for transportation or per diem in lieu of 
subsistence is not increased over what it 
would have been had the officer proceed- 
ed by common carrier, the instructions 
will not be questioned at this time in the 
settlement of accounts. 

“Paragraph 7 has been omitted entire- 
ly as the matter, so far as appropriate, 
is adequately covered by other provisions 
(see Paragraph 12 as submitted) and 
seems to set up a right which, in some 
situations, would be questioned in the 
audit as where subsistence in kind is 
furnished and can be reimbursed the 
spending department by transfer of ap- 
propriation, or where Government auto- 
mobile is used extending the time of 
travel beyond that necessary for travel 
by common carriers. 

“Renumbered paragraphs 11 (b) and 
(c). Section 3 of the Subsistence Ex- 
pense Act, as amended by section 207 of 
the Economy Act, authorizes per diem in 
lieu of subsistence for civilian officers 
and employees of the departments and 





establishments while traveling on official

business “and away from their desig- 
nated posts of duty.” The condition of 
service for civilian officers and employees 
and the condition of service for officers 
of the Navy are entirely different. A 
civilian employee has a definite post of 
duty and it may remain unchanged dur- 
ing his entire service with the Govern- 
ment from appointment until retirement 
or other separation. An officer of the 
Navy is appointed for service in the 
Navy anywhere and he is required to 
perform naval duties wherever such 
duties are required. His compensation 
(salary and allowances) is fixed on the 
basis that he shall subsist himself in the 
performance of his naval duties except 
as provision is made for exceptional situ- 
ations as when traveling. An assignment 
to naval duty, although not terminating 
his assignment to a permanent station, 
for a period in excess of thirty days con- 
stitutes the place of performance of the 
assigned duties his designated post of 
duty and payment of per diem in lieu of 
subsistence for a greater period is not 
authorized. There has been added under 
this paragraph the rule applicable to 
absence from designated post of duty be- 
tween the hours of 8 a.m. and 6 p.m. ap- 
plicable to civilian employees. 
Renumbered paragraph 13, examples 
1 and 2. The changes indicated are con- 
sidered desirable as per diem in lieu of 
subsistence is not payable in excess of 
$5 for travel in the United States and 
per diem in lieu of subsistence is not 
payable when the officer is not in a 
travel status. -To avoid losing sight of 
this fact, changes have been made to au- 
thorize refund to the officer of per,diem 
savings to apply against the excess cost 
of transportation he has paid, rather 
than as payment of a per diem in ex- 
cess of $5 or payment of per diem on 
days he is not in a travel status. 
“Renumbered ‘paragraph 14, second 
subparagraph. The. laws » respecting 
travel by air have not been changed. The 
rate of reimbursement only.has been 
modified and all other conditions ap- 
plicable remain as before. Conditions for 
payment of per diem in lieu of subsis- 
tence for.aerial surveys for.other depart- 
ments of the Government under section 
5 of the act of March 3, 1925, 43 Stat. 
1190, are not affected except as to the 
rate of payment. So, also, the condi- 
tions governing payment of per diem in 
lieu of subsistence for travel by air in 
Government aircraft, otherwise than in 
connection with aerial surveys, have not 
been modified. The changes made in- 
corporate the limitations heretofore and 
now in effect applicable to such travel.”

THR COUNTRY IS GREETING with satisfaction the news that football rela- 
tions between the Academies have been resumed. Aside from the public interest 
manifested in the annual contest purely as a sports proposition, there is a funda- 
mental desire to have the Army and Navy engage in friendly contests and thereby 
promote a spirit of emulation which will increase efficient cooperation in case of war. 
It may be expected that the eligibility differences between the Academies eventually 
will be ironed out, but in the meantime a situation will prevail preferable to that of 
the past two years when the teams playing for charity, contested with no approach 
to an understanding. We are informed General MacArthur and Admiral Pratt 
discussed this question from time to time, and both expected when General Connor 
was assigned to the Superintendency at West Point that he and Rear Admiral 
Hart, Superintendent at Annapolis, would promptly reach at least a preliminary 
agreement. This accomplishment has been greeted with cheers by Cadets and Mid- 
shipmen and their gratification will be found service-wide in extent. Now, let the 
best team win! 





AUSTRALIA, WHOSE LIFE depends upon over-seas protection, has announced 
through Sir George Pearce, her Minister of Defense, that a new orientation of 
Britain’s naval situation must be made in view of the new basis for Empire trade 
laid down by the recent Ottawa Conference. Immediately after this declaration, 
the London government allocated contracts for three new cruisers, two of 7,000 
tons and one of 4,500 tons, which were authorized in the 1931 program. And what 
is the United States doing to meet this further blow at our sea parity? The State 
Department permits the information to leak out that upon the return to Washington 
of Secretary Stimson and Admiral Pratt negotiations for disarmament will be 
resumed. The Bureau, created by the Geneva adjournment resolution, will be 
assembled the last of the month, probably in London, and attempt to draft in 
treaty form the declarations of the resolution. British champions of disarmament 
are outspoken in their statement that the Geneva conference accomplished nothing 
of real value, and they are trying to mobilize world pacifist opinion in order to 
bring about actual! reduction when the conference reassembles. We suggest to the 
President and the Congress that the way to obtain action is to proceed with the 


upbuilding of the Fleet, as Great Britain and Japan are doing. It was our superi- 
ority that produced, at our cost, the Washington Treaties. Our inferiority will 
obtain nothing but gestures designed to continue it. Congress should pass the Hale 
or Vinson bill during the coming session. 





REPRESENTATIVES McSWAIN AND VINSON have been renominated by 
the Democrats of their districts and renomination is equivalent to election, While 
a forecast at this time endangers the reputation of the would-be seer, it seems 
likely that the House will continue under Democratic control, with Garner, who 
has the Vice Presidential and Congressional nominations, as Speaker, McSwain 
as Chairman of the Military Committee, and Byrns and Collins as Chairmen of the 
Committee on Appropriations and sub-committee on military affairs. Vinson and 
Ayres will remain in their present Chairmanships. All of these leaders will return 
to Washington determined to use the axe on military and naval appropriations. 
They will not be able to make much headway during the short session in view of 
the precedent established at the last session. But the next Congress, unless employ- 
ment conditions change, will call for further governmental cuts, and it is to the 
activities of that body that the pacifists are looking. Therefore, it behooves all 
interested in National Defense to concentrate public opinion upon the Congressional 
candidates. Smoke them out! Governor Roosevelt has said nothing on this im- 
portant subject. American Legion Posts should require his views and those on 
the bonus as well. Every candidate for the Senate and house likewise should be 
compelled to state precisely how he intends to vote. This matter is vital to the 
safety of the Republic. Let us find out for what and whom we are voting! 





JAPAN IS GRIMLY determined to proceed with her program of Manchurian 
absorption. That program expresses a policy which she regards as essential to 
her existence. She knows that world opinion is in opposition, She is particularly 
bitter against the United States because she realizes that Secretary Stimson is 
responsible for the mobilization of that opinion. The dangers to world peace which 
lie in the Far Eastern situation are evident to the most casual politician, but 
apparently make no impression upon the average American. The presence of our 
entire fleet in the Pacific has provoked an inquiry in the Japanese Parliament, 
properly answered by Minister Uchida as not calling for any representatives to 
the United States. An American film, showing aerial bombardments of towns, is 
being displayed in Japan to induce further air defense. Incidentally, the film is 


supposed to represent what America plans to do in operations against the Japanese 

ple. Thus all the elements to make up a powder magazine are being gathered. 
We may point out that neither the United States nor Japan has anything to gain 
by war, and we trust that the patience which the Tokyo government has hitherto 
shown will continue to be manifested and sufficient concessions granted to assure 
‘the maintenance of peace.

List for Army Judge Advocates—It is highly probable that the bill 
introduced in the House of Representatives last session by Representative M. K. 
Reilly, of Wisconsin, to provide a separate promotion list for the officers of 
the Judge Advocate General’s Department of the Army will be accorded ample 
hearings at the coming Winter’s session. 

Representative Reilly from his home in Fond Du Lac, Wisc., has written 
the Army and Navy Journal that in spite of the unfavorable report on his bill 
by the War Department that “It is my intention to ask the chairman of‘ the 
Military Affairs Committee of the House to set a date for a hearing on the said 
bill at the next session of Congress.” 

There is little doubt but that the proposal will find a sympathetic reception 
in the chairman of the Military Affairs Committee, Representative J. J. McSwain, 
of South Carolina. It will be recalled that Mr. McSwain, in his proposal to 
eliminate 2,000 officers from the Army by selection based on efficiency reports 
and physical condition, exempted the officers of the Judge Advocate General 
Department and the Air Corps from being selected for forced retirement. At 
that time he remarked on the floor of the House that officers of the Judge Advo- 
cate General’s Department are “a very important factor in this department of 
the government.” “They are,” he added, “lawyers like you and I. They have 
most important problems to pass upon.” 

The proposal to place the Judge Advocates on a separate promotion list is 
not a new one. It has been discussed from time to time. Its advocates assert 
that the Judge Advocates are as much of a professional class and have the same 
claims to separate treatment as do the officers of the Medical Department.

Extra Day Allowed—The question of what constitutes “one calendar 
month” as used in Section 101 (b) of the Economy Act, requiring each officer and 
employee of the Government to be furloughed without compensation for this period 
was considered by the Comptroller General in a decision made public this week. 
In a previous ruling, the General Accounting Office had held that the absence 
of an officer or employee during the entire month of August constituted an absence 
for one calendar month within the meaning of the Economy Act, and that the fact 
there are 31 days in August did not make the absence on August 31 an “unauthorized 
absence.” When the furlough is taken a few days at a time but 30 days are al- 
lowed, but when a furlough for one calendar month is taken in one leave of 
absence, the full month’s leave will be allowed. In either case the officer will have 
his pay deducted the same amount. 

In the decision announced this week, the Comptroller ruled that when an 
officer is absent from August 3 to Sept. 2, 1932, both dates inclusive, this shall 
constitute one months furlough and he shall lose one month’s pay although he is 
absent 31 days. 

Holding that the term “calendar month” should be defined as follows: 

“A month ending on the day in the succeeding month corresponding to the day 
in the preceding month from which the computation began, and if the last month 
have not so many days, then on the last day of that month.” 

The Comptroller gave the following decision: “Since the furlough absence from 
August 3 to September 2, both dates inclusive, is an absence of ‘one calendar 
month’ within the meaning of section 101 (b) of the Economy Act, it is to be 
treated as such for deduction purposes regardless of the number of working days 
included therein. Accordingly, in specific answer to the questions presented, you 
are advised that there should be checked against the officer's August pay account 
28/30ths of a month’s pay, and against his September pay account 2/30ths of a 
month’s pay, with credit, of course, for any furlough deductions previously made, 
it being understood there was no absence from July 1 to August 2, 1932.” 

+ + * 


Officer Get Both Pay and Payless Furlough—tIn a brief decision consisting of only 
two sentences and containing no reasons or citations, the Comptroller General has 
subjected Col. William McK. Lambdin, USA, ret. to both a payless furlough for one 
month and an 81/3 per cent pay reduction. Colonel Lambdin retired July 31, 1932, 
upon his own application after being placed on ‘furlough during the entire month of 
July. Notwithstanding the fact that he had continued in active service during 
the remainder of the year no more deductions would be made from his pay, the 
Comptroller ruled that Colonel Lambdin would be subject to the 81/3 per cent 
pay cut provided in the Economy Act for retired officers. 

The decision follows: “In the case of Colonel Lambdin, the legislative furlough 
for the entire month of July is applicable to his active duty status and pay, as 
he was not retired until August 1, 1932. His retired pay commencing August 1, 
1982, will not be subject to the furlough provisions of section 101 (b) of the 
Economy Act, but will be subject to the percentage reduction required by section 
106 of that act, which reduction must be applied irrespective of any legislative 


furlough taken while in an active duty status.”

Retired Warrant Officers Exempted—tIn a decision made public this week, the 
Comptroller General holds that retired warrant officers of the Army who while on 
the active list had service as commissioned officers, are not subject to the “double 
pay” ban contained in Section 212 of the Economy Act. That section provides: 

“(a) After the date of the enactment of this Act, no person holding a civilian 
office or position, appointive or elective, under the United States Government or 
the municipal government of the District of Columbia or under any corporation, 
the majority of the stock of which is owned by the United States, shall be entitled, 
during the period of such incumbency, to retired pay from the United States for or 
on account of services as a commissioned officer in any of the services mentioned 
in the Pay Adjustment Act of 1922 (U. S. C., title 37), at a rate in excess of an 
amount which when combined with the annual rate of compensation from such 
civilian office or position, makes the total rate from both sources more than $3,000; 
and when the retired pay amounts to or exceeds the rate of $3,000 per annum 
such person shall be entitled to the pay of the civilian office or position or the 
retired pay, whichever he may elect. As used in this section, the term ‘retired pay’ 
shall be construed to include credits for all service that lawfully may enter into 
the computation thereof. 

“(b) This section shall not apply to any person whose retired pay plus civilian 
pay amounts to less than $3,000: Provided. That this section shall not apply to 
regular or emergency commissioned officers retired for disability incurred in combat 
with an enemy of the United States.” 

Presented with two cases submitted by Maj. J. B. Harper, FD, USA, involving 
the pay of Warrant Officers Charles B. Dawson and Frank Mitchell, Comptroller 
McCarl declared: 

“While Warrant Officers Dawson and Mitchell may have received credit in 
computing their service for retirement for some commissioned service. they were 
retired, according to your statement, as warrant officers, and their retired pay is 
not, therefore, to be considered as “retired pay ... for or on account of service 
as a commissioned officer” within the provision of section 212 of the Economy Act.”

Wearing of Service Medals and Decorations—Revision of AR 600-40 (Personnel, 
wearing of the Uniform) is now under way in the War Department. Pending the 
publication of the complete revision the Department has announced that paragraph 
50a (2) and (4) of those regulations is changed to read as follows: 

“(2) The Distinguished-Service Cross, the Distinguished-Service. Medal, the 
Silver Star, the Purple Heart, the Soldier’s Medal, the Distinguished Flying Cross, 
the Navy Cross, the Gold Life-Saving Medal and the Silver Life-Saving Medal, in 
that order of precedence, followed by service medals in order of the date of the 
service performed, will be worn on the left breast in order from right to left of 
the wearer, about 4 inches below the middle point of the top of the shoulder, in 
one or more lines. When more than one line is worn, the lines will overlap. On 
evening clothes, military and civilian, these decorations and service medals are 
worn only on the left lapel. 

“(4) Citation Stars will be worn above all battle clasps on the ribbon of the 
service medal for the campaigns for service in which the citations were awarded. 
The Citation Star will also be worn on the corresponding service ribbon, a 
separate ribbon being worn for each Silver Star awarded, i.e., three stars will call 
for four ribbons, first the basic ribbon, then additional ribbons bearing one star for 
the first citation, two for the second, and three for third. See paragraph 17b (2), 
AR 600-45.”

Navy Specifications Board—The Secretary of the Navy has appointed a Navy De- 
partment Specifications Board, which is composed of a Chairman and a represen- 
tative attached to the various Bureaus and the Marine Corps. The first meeting 
of the Board will take place Tuesday, September 13, 1932. 

The Board is being established to make recommendations to standardize as far 
as practicable the technical requirements and form of Navy Department specifica- 
tions; to unify as far as practicable the specifications for material used in com- 
mon by two or more bureaus; and to expedite action on all matters concerning 
issue or reissue of Navy Department specifications. 

Capt. R. C. Davis, USN, has been appointed Chairman of the Board. The fol- 
lowing are the members of the Board: Lt. Comdr. C. C. Todd, Jr., USN, Comdr.

Maryland’s ‘First Infantry Makes Record—The First Infantry, Maryland National 
Guard, whose headquarters is at Frederick, Md., has piled up a record during the 
past training season that has become a matter of pride to the entire state. This 
outfit, composed of 61 officers and 1,106 enlisted men, turned out with 100 percent 
attendance at the Annual Armory Inspection and in addition turned out 100 percent 
at the summer training at Camp Ritchie, Md. Furthermore, it set what is be- 
lieved to be a record in qualifications, for it secured 1,249 qualifications in small 
arms—532 rifle qualifications, 419 pistol qualifications, 136 automatic rifle quali- 
fications, and 162 machine gun qualifications. It would like to know if this record 
can be beaten. 

One of its companies, “B” of Hagerstown, under Capt. Carl H. McCleary, 
had an attendance for the entire year, July 1, 1931 to June 30, 1932, of 99.77 per 
cent, which certainly looks like another record. 

Another point of pride to the regiment was the commendation that followed 
the Federal Inspection. The Inspector’s report stated that “This regiment is in 
very satisfactory condition. The condition and care of property and the marked 
improvement in basic training is worthy of commendation.” High praise was given 
the organization in a letter from the Corps Area commander to Col. D. John 
Markey, regimental commander. Similar letters of commendation were written by 
Maj. Gen. Anton Stephan, commanding the 29th Division, and by Brig. Gen. Milton 
A. Reckord, Adjutant General of Maryland. 


The Four Army Plan—Shortly after General Douglas MacArthur, Chief of Staff, 
returns from abroad (he sails from Cherbourg Oct. 1) a meeting will be called 
at the War Department of the Commanders of the four recently created Field 
Armies. At this time all of the details of the defense plan based on the Four 
Armies will be gone over in conference and the peace time training program under 
the Army set-up will be worked out. 

This conference with the commanders of the four armies and the Chief of Staff 
as commander of the group is pointed to as an indication of the simplicity of the 
new organization. Hitherto, it is indicated, when problems concerning either the 
Philippines, Panama or Hawaii are brought up the War Department has one indi- 
vidual to deal with in each case. However, when matters of planning defense of 
the United States are discussed two or three Corps Area Commanders are con- 
cerned in any problem concerning the defense of a strategic sector of the conti- 
nental United States. But under the new plan there is one supreme commander 
for each defense sector of the country, thus greatly simplifying the matter of plan- 
ning for defense and mobilization. 

The headquarters for these four armies also are strategically located. The 
headquarters for the First Army is in New York, the second Army in Chicago 
and the Third Army in San Antonio. The headquarters of the Fourth Army is 
now in Omaha by virtue of the fact that the commander of the Seventh Corps Area 
is the senior corps area commander in that Army. However, the War Depart- 
ment plans that in the future the commander of the Fourth Army will have his 
headquarters on the Pacific Coast at the Presidio of San Francisco. The plan as 
set forth in the directive specifies that the senior corps area commander in each 
army area becomes the Army commander. However, the War Department can by 
regulating the assignment of general officers to corps areas place the seniors at the 
points where they wish the Army headquarters to be. 

The arrangement of the Armies represents long and careful study by the Gen- 
eral Staff. The First Army defends the New England area, the Third Army the 
Mexican border, the Gulf and South Atlantic— and the Fourth Army the Pacific 
and Northwestern frontier. The Second Army defends the Great Lakes region 
and also serves the vital and important function of being a centralized and readily 
movable reserve Army should aggression come from any of the other points. 

The only criticism one hears of the project ‘s the assignment of the Chief of 
Staff as the General of the Army Group, which is taken in some quarters as the 
holding of a dual post—Chief of Staff and General of the Army—a condition which 
its critics declare is not contemplated either by the National Defense Act nor the 
General Staff Corps Act. The War Department view on this, however, is that 
the general plan of National Defense contemplates the assignment of the Chief of 
Staff as the General of the Armies immediately upon the declaration of an emer- 
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gency. In such as event, it is pointed out, the Chief of Staff would immediately 
proceed to carry out, as general of the armies, the plans which he created as chief 
of staff, while the deputy chief of staff would move up and become the war time 
chief of staff. The assistant chief of staff for the war plans division, under this 
arrangement, would become the chief of staff for the general of the armies (with 
troops) and the war plans division would be expanded for the general of the 
armies’ field general staff. 

Apropos of this arrangement Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood, commanding the 
Seventh Corps Area and the Fourth Field Army, was quoted as follows in the 
Omaha World Herald: 

“Under the recent orders of President Hoover, General Douglas MacArthur, 
in effect, becomes the commanding general of the United States Army. In addi- 
tion to his duties as chief of staff he is placed in command of the group of armies— 
the first, second, third and fourth—recently organized with headquarters in New 
York, Chicago, San Antonio and Omaha, respectively. 

“This organization of a group of armies marks a new epoch in national 
defense. From the time of Washington to the time of Miles, the army always had 
a commander and, if at any time it had a chief of staff, as in the case of Halleck 
during the Civil War, the latter was an official of secondary importance. As time 
went on the office of the adjutant general grew in power until finally, at the time 
of the war with Spain, General H. C. Corbin, the adjutant general, became the 
de facto head of the army. Issuing orders in the name of the Secretary of War, 
he entirely eclipsed General Miles, the lawful army commander, whose authority 
became so circumscribed that all he could do was to prescribe his own uniform. 

“Out of this Mr. Elihu Root, then Secretary of War, proposed a general staff, 
with a chief of staff as the mouthpiece of the Secretary of War. 

“Offices of both the commanding general and of the adjutant general were 
abolished. For the latter was substituted the office of military secretary. The 
powerful General Ainsworth, head of the record and pension bureau, took the 
office of military secretary and, a few years later, succeeded in getting the title, 
adjutant general, restored. The Wood-Ainsworth controversy ensued, and Ains- 
worth was forced upon the retired list. 

“Congress conferred upon Pershing the office of ‘General of the Armies,’ but 
after the war, when he was made chief of staff, he did not exercise any command 
in his own name but functioned only by order of the Secretary of War. Now 
for the first time in history, America has a military man—a soldier—who com- 
mands the armies and at the same time operates as chief of the general staff and 
as military adviser to the President amd Secretary of War. 

“No better man than MacArthur could have been selected for this office. He 
is the outstanding officer in the Army today and has a far greater record of accom- 
plishment in the World War than any other man now on the active list. 

“The new organization under MacArthur is purely defensive. One army is 
assigned to each of our great frontiers and the whole system is based upon the 
idea that in case of emergency our citizens will have an effective plan of defense 
to which they can respond with the minimum loss of life, the least expenditure of 
funds and the maximum opportunity for success.” 

In the meanwhile the organization in the field is going forth apace. Maj. 
Gen. Frank Parker, commanding the Sixth Corps Area, issued General Orders 
No. 1 of the new Second Field Army, assuming command of the Second Field 
Army, announcing its headquarters in Chicago and appointing its initial staff. 

General Orders No. 1, Second Field Army, announces the following initial 
staff of the Army: Chief of Staff, Col. William H. Burt, GSC: Asst. Chief of 


Staff, G-1, Lt. Col. Richard Wetherill, GSC; Asst. Chief of Staff, G-2, Lt. Col. 
John W. N. Schulz, GSC; Asst. Chief of Staff, G-3, Lt. Col. Francis A. Ruggles, 
GSC; Asst. Chief of Staff, G-4, Maj. Ernest J. Carr, GSC; Adjutant General; Col. 


Harry D. Mitchell, AGD. All these officers function in the same positions in the 
Sixth Corps Area organization. 

In the Third Field Army Maj. Gen. Edward B. Winans, the commanding gen- 
eral, has designated Col. George P. Tyner, GSC, his chief of staff for the Eighth 
Corps Area, as Chief of Staff for the Third Field Army. 

As previously announced, Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood has designated Col. 
Alexander M. Miller, jr., GSC, as chief of staff, and Col. J. O. Steger, AGD, as 
Adjutant General for the Fourth Field Army. 

No word has been received as to the staff assignments for the First Field 


Army.

The Bonus—It is amazing that leaders of the American Legion and Veterans of 
Foreign Wars fail to realize the consequences of their bonus demands. Resolutions, 
adopted at various conventions in the face of a bare Treasury and prospective 
huge bond issues, do not express the views of the thinking members. We have 
received numerous letters from the latter, asserting that the majority of the Legion 
has abandoned the principles for the support of which it was established, and 
declaring their purpose to withdraw from its ranks. These men realize that if 
the bonus be passed the cost of war will be regarded as so staggering that anything 
like adequate appropriations for proper military and naval establishments will 
be impossible. We submit this question to the Legionnaires and Foreign War 
Veterans who still have connections with the Army, and ask them to let us have 
their views. There is reason to believe that a new veterans organization is in 
process of forming and its slogan will be everything for the families of the killed 
and for those disabled from wounds or disease during actual war service, but 
nothing for the veterans who returned to civil life in better health as a result of 
their service experience.

Commodore Frank W. Bartlett, USN- 
ret, died August 20, at the Phillips 
House, Massachusetts General Hospital, 
Boston, Mass. He is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Hattie Bartlett, his daughter, 
Miss Marjorie Bartlett, and two sons, 
Lt. Comdr. Owen Bartlett, USN-ret, and 
Lt. Bradford Bartlett, USN, all of whom 
were with him at the time of his death. 

Commodore Bartlett was born in Mas- 
sachusetts August 15, 1856, and as a boy 
lived in Boston and Concord until his 
family moved to Detroit, Mich. 

He entered the U. S. Naval Academy 
in 1874 at the age of 18, as a Naval 
cadet, and was graduated in the Class 
of 1878. 

Commodore Bartlett was one of the 
few remaining members of the old Engi- 
neer Corps of the Navy and was inti- 
mately associated with the development 
of engineering in the Navy. His services 
at sea were in many ships and on many 
stations. Immediately after graduation 
he served on several of the old monitors 
of Civil War days and a number of the 
sailing ships with steam auxiliaries. 
From 1883 to 1885 his cruises led him to 
Europe and later to Africa, during which 
time many months were spent on the 
African Coast and on the Congo River. 
He later saw service in the USS Charles- 
ton during her assignment to Pacific, 
Hawaiian, and Southern Pacific waters.

The Federal Reserve Board’s condi- 
tion statement of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks in leading cities on August 24 
shows decreases for the week of $81,- 
000,000 in loans and investments, $29,- 
000,000 in Government deposits and $12,- 
000,000 in borrowings from Federal re- 
serve banks, and increases of $43,000,000 
in net demand deposits and $65,000,000 
in reserve balances with Federal reserve 
banks. 

Loans on securities declined $18,000,- 
000 at reporting member banks in the 
Chicago district, $14,000,000 in the New 
York district and $35,000,000 at all re- 
porting banks. “All other” loans de- 
clined $19,000,000 in the New York dis- 
trict, $12,000,000 in the Chicago district 
and $46,000,000 at all reporting banks. 

Holdings of United States Government 
securities increased $7,000,000 in the 
Boston district, and decreased $5,000,000 
each in the New York and Richmond 
districts and $8,000,000 at all reporting 
member banks. Holdings of other se- 
curities increased $9,000,000 in the Chi- 
cago district, $6,000,000 in the New York 
district and $8,000,000 at all reporting 
banks. 

Borrowings of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks from Federal reserve banks 
aggregated $150,000,000 on August 24.

When the steamship Washington slid 
down the ways of the New York Ship- 
building company at Camden, N. J., 
Aug. 20, it had the honor of having 
been christened by Mrs. T. V. O’Connor, 
wife of the chairman of the United 
States Shipping Board, with water 
drawn from the well at Mount Vernon. 

Mrs. O’Connor was as delighted as 
were the 8,000 spectators who cheered 
lustily as the vessel met the water, for 
the Merchant Marine and its upbuilding 
fer commerce and National Defense is a 
matter close to her heart. There are 
few men who know the problems of the 
Merchant Marine as well and work as 
earnestly for their solution as does Mrs. 
O’Conner. In her charming and glow- 
ing manner, she is an advocate and en- 
thusiast for American shipping where- 
ever she goes. 

Mrs. O’Connor, lovely in a white silk 
sports suit and white, quill-trimmed hat 
and holding an armful of red roses, 
smashed a bottle of Mount Vernon well 
water, tricolor decked, smartly across 
the bow at 5.38 P. M., Aug. 20, with a 
hand that did not tremble once in four 
minutes’ waiting for the signal. 

A minute later, to the cheering of 
some 8000 spectators crowded on the 
covered ways adjoining. and the strains 
of “The Star-Spangled Banner.” the 
giant red-leaded hulk eased into the 
channel to meet the high-tide waters of 
the Delaware at 5:41. high-water mark. 

The Washington, third large ship of 
modern times to bear that name, was 
put afloat. wet with the water of the 
well on George Washington’s Virginia 
estate. drawn by Patricia Hurley, small 
daughter of Patrick Hurley, Secretary 
of War. 

Chairman O’Connor told the throng at 
the launching that the big merchant liner 
would help the National to achieve still 
further a greater measure of indepen- 
dence on the seas. 

“Tf you will stand squarely behind the 
American merchant marine, our ship- 
yards, will build vessels even greater 
than the one which is being launched 
today.” he said. 

“There will be increased employment 
for our citizens. afloat and ashore. We 
will gain a better hold on our overseas 
markets. And you will have done your 
hit to strengthen our national defense, 
for I need not remind you that a strong 
merchant marine means a stronger navy 
in time of national emergency.” 

The new ship. towed to the fitting- 
out berth for finishing, is of 30.000 cross 
tonnage. 705 feet long. with an 86-foot 
beam and a service speed of twenty 
knots. It will carry 1250 passengers and 
has a general cargo canacity of 380.000 
eubic feet and a 47,000 cubic feet re- 
frigeration capacity. 

The Washington will enter the trans- 
Atlantie service in May. going to TIre- 











land on its maiden voyage, with Queens- 
town first port of call.

Service Academies to Play

Point and midshipmen at Annapolis. 
At a rally of all the cadets and officers 
at the United States Military Academy, 
held at the cadet mess Wednesday night 
on the eve of starting football practice 
and academic work, Lt. Col. Walter K. 
Wilson, executive officer at the military 
academy and acting superintendent in 
the absence of Maj. Gen. William D. 
Connor, announced the resumption of 
athletic relations with the Navy. Lt. 
Col. Wilson also read a message from 
General Connor, from Philadelphia. The 

message follows: 

“In the excitement of a great football 
game it is easy to look upon a victorious 
player and long to be in his place. In 
our enthusiasm of the moment it is easy 
to forget the hard work, the long hours 
of training and the sacrifices of time 
and pleasure which have been necessary 
to enable the players to be prepared 
mentally and physically for the contest. 

“There is great merit in supporting a 
winning team enthusiastically, but it is 
a different matter when things are not 
going our way, so let us promise our 
teams the most loyal and enthusiastic 
support—let luck be what it may. 

“No one knows better than I do how 
easy it is for a player to put forth his 
best efforts in a winning game when the 
cheers of his comrades are resounding 
in his ears; nor how hard it is for him 
to play his best when the breaks seem 
to be going against him and when silence 
reigns where cheers should be supreme. 

“We have no need to fear results, for 
we know that under the leadership of 
Major Sasse and his able assistants 
every player will put forth his best ef- 
forts in practice as well as in play; and 
they will be doubly sustained if each 
player knows that having done his best, 
we who do not participate in the game 
will give him our loyal and enthusiastic 
support from the first to the last day of 
the season.” 

The news was vociferously applauded. 
During the evening old football songs 
and cheers reserved for the Navy were 
sung. The meeting was addressed by 
Maj. Ralph I. Sasse, head football coach ; 
Lt. Col. Robert C. Richardson, comman- 
dant. of cadets, and Cadet Milton Sum- 
merfelt, captain of the football team. 

At Annapolis, the only midshipmen 
present were members of the new fourth 
Class, the others being away either on 
leave or on practice. However, the na- 
val colony, officers and midshipmen re- 
ceived the news enthusiastically. 

Budget Bureau Hearings

The Navy items under consideration 
are those which were already authorized 
by Congress and include the Philadelphia 
Hospital extension of the Naval War 
College, and many replacement projects 
at various naval stations. 

Maj. Gen. George V. H. Moseley, USA, 
Acting Chief of Staff, headed the Army 
Officials before the Budget Sept. 1 who 
told of the need of the housing appropri- 
ated in the Relief Act. Many items are 
provided for, at many posts throughout 
the United States, although the Air 
Corps technical construction, originally 





in the bill, received no funds. The Air 
Corps, building, however, did receive 
authorization, and provision may be 


made for this badly needed work in the 
1934 budget. 

Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois, 
USA, and Brig. Gen. Oscar Westover, 
USA, Chief and Assistant Chief of Air 
Corps, were present at the herring 
Thursday.

General McCoy un- 
doubtedly will discuss various matters 
with the Soviets and will use his eyes, 
and the report he will make upon Rus- 
sia’s military strength in the Far East 
will be interesting and perhaps valuable. 
But the Japanese can be assured that 
General McCoy will not take any steps 
designed to bring about military coop- 
eration of Russia against them.

Germany’s request for arms equality 
may seal the abortiveness of the Geneva 
negotiations. Her Defense Minister has 
announced that failure to comply will 
cause the Berlin government to refuse 
further participation in the disarmament 
conference. Japan threatens to with- 
draw from the League of Nations, which 
would terminate her interest in that con- 
ference, and should Germany act in si- 
milar fashion, it is clear further nego- 
tiations would not appeal to France or 
even Great Britain. I am told the Presi- 
dent is prepared, should the disarma- 
ment conference fail, to recommend to 
Congress construction along the lines of 
the Hale or Vinson bill. It will be 
worth while to follow attentively the 
developments of the next few weeks in 
this matter. 

* * * 

There is a sensible editorial in this 
week’s Saturday Bvening Post. entitled 
“Misplaced Economy”, which should ap- 
peal to every right thinking American. 
It emphatically opposes any reduction of 
the Army, calls attention to the fact that 
in land disarmament this country has 
achieved a position practically unique 
among world powers, and points out that 
we have not eyen built up our Navy to 
the ratios permitted by treaty to any- 
thing like the extent which Japan has 
done, or even as much as England. I re- 
peat the conclusion of the Post, and call 
it particularly to the attention of mis- 
guided representatives like French, who 
has been a contributor to the Post, and 
Collins: 

“But entirely aside from anv consider- 
tion of foreign powers, the United States 
is certainly entitled to its present bare 
police component in the way of an 
Army. It is almost disturbingly small. 
even from a strictly internal point of 
view. We repeat, the Army should not 
be exempt or sacrosanct from economies. 
But to reduce either its officer or enlisted 
force seems just abont the height of 
foolishness.” 

Hawaii should understand that so far 
as the Continental United States is con- 
cerned it has only one value, that as a 
base for our protection. Therefore, its 
system of roads should be laid out and 
constructed purely from a military and 
naval point of view. Maj. Gen. B. H. 
Wells, commanding in Hawaii, is an 
officer who has the complete confidence 
of the War Department and the General 
Staff, and unquestionably they will sup- 
port his demand that the road connecting 
Schofield Barracks with the highway now 
leading to Waianae be provided rather 
than that which the Hawaiian authori- 
ties want. The American people are 
somewhat fed up on Hawaii as a result 
of the Massie outrage and similar oc- 
currences. and I advise it to watch its 
step. or Congress will deprive it of the 
territorial rights now enjoyed. 





Justice for Admiral Robison 


The ARMY AND NAvy JouRNAL has re- 
ceived the following letter from Mrs. 
Jane M. Robison, wife of Rear Adm. 
John K. Robison, USN-ret, with the re- 
quest that it be printed so that his 
brother officers may be familiar with the 
situation : 

Mrs. Robinson’s letter 

Now ‘that the criminal prosecutions 
arising out of the oil scandal during the 
Harding Administration have been dis- 





' posed of, is there any further reason for 








taking no official action in the case of 
Adm, John K. Robison? 

As chief of the Bureau of Engineeri 
at the time, Admiral Robison conduct 
some of the negotiations on behalf of 
the Navy Department and actually drew 
the leases. It is true he has never been 
formally accused of anything criminal 
in connection with the leasing, but 
neither has he been exonerated by an 
official court of inqu’zy. The result is 
that his position at present is like that 
of one dismissed under the Scotch ver- 
dict of “not proven.” 

Admiral Robison has repeatedly asked 
for a court of inquiry to examine his 
share in this business, but his request 
has never been granted. For a time it 
was opposed by the Government attor- 
neys prosecuting the criminal cases as 
likely to obscure their plans. This posi- 
tion he accepted, but that excuse is no 
longer valid. What other can be ad- 
vanced for refusing the investigation to 
which this officer is only too anxious to 
submit? 

John K. Robison is either guilty or 
innocent. If he is guilty then as a high- 
ranking naval officer he betrayed his 
country, and in that case I, his wife, 
maintain that he should be stripped of 
his uniform and be an outcast. This 
man is drawing the retired pay of an 
admiral from the Government and the 
unemployed are walking the streets hun- 
gry. But if he is not guilty then surely 
the Government he had the honor of 
serving for thirty-eight years can do no 
less than certify to the fact of his in- 
nocence, delivering him henceforth from 
the innuendoes and hinted insults of the 
malicious, and restoring to his family a 
stainless name. 

To surrender a career is not too much 
to give for the good of our country, but 
a man’s good name is all he has, and his 
Government has no right to demand the 
surrender of his most valued possession. 
I hope this will be nonpartisan, and it 
is the duty of every citizen of our coun- 
try to find out what the Secretary of 
the Navy is afraid for the public to 
know. 

John Robison is still awaiting a reply 
to his letter to the Secretary of the 
Navy requesting a court of inquiry. This 
letter has been resting in the files of the 
Navy Department since September 8, 
1931, without a refusal for the court or 
an order for a court of inquiry.
